TWELFTH  ANNIVERSARY 

OF  THE 

DAUPHIN  COUNTY  BIBLE  SOCIETY.

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The  Executive  Committee  thereupon  presented  their 
annual  report,  as  follows: 

ANNUAL  EEPOET  OP  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that,  in  accordance  ■with  the 
instructions  of  the  Society  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  visitation  of  the  various  existing  auxiliaries  and  the  establishment  of 
others  in  parts  of  the  county  not  hitherto  thus  provided  for.  It  was  deemed 
advisable  to  postpone  the  carrying  out  of  these  arrangements  until  the  close  of 
the  summer,  so  as  to  secure,  if  possible,  by  the  newly  awakened  interest  in  the 
Bible  Cause,  a  more  numerous  attendance  at  our  present  meeting.  The  com¬ 
mittees,  to  whom  this  duty  was  assigned,  have,  we  trust,  been  successful  in 
their  operations  and  are  prepared  to  furnish  us  with  a  gratifying  report  of  the 
same.  The  Executive  Committee  prefer  that  these  reports  should  be  made 
directly  to  the  Convention,  believing  that  this  will  add  to  the  interest  of  our 
exercises. 

The  past  has  been  a  year  of  more  than  ordinary  efficiency  on  our  part,  in 
consequence  of  the  semi-centenial  jubilee  of  one  of  our  auxiliaries,  the  venera¬ 
ble  Harrisburg  Bible  Society,  in  connection  with  which  a  very  successful  effort 
was  made  to  add  to  the  revenues  of  the  Society.  Further  information  in  re¬ 
gard  to  this  movement  will  be  furnished  in  the  report  of  that  society.  For  the 
state  of  our  own  finances  and  the  number  of  books  received  and  issued  during

On  motion,  the  President  then  appointed  Rev.  Messrs. 
Martz  and  Moore,  and  Messrs.  S.  Landis,  P.  Hoffman  and 
A.  H.  Boyer  as  a  committee  to  prepare  topics  for  discus¬ 
sion  during  the  evening  session. 

The  committees  to  whom  the  duty  of  visiting  our 
slumbering  auxiliaries  and  establishing  new  ones  was 
assigned,  were  thereupon  requested  to  report.  Some  of 
these  committees  were,  however,  not  represented  upon 
the  floor  of  the  Convention,  and  some  did  not  fully  under¬ 
stand  the  object  of  their  appointment;  but  interesting 
statements  were  made  by  several  of  them,  from  which  it 
appeared  that  there  is  a  cheerful  readiness  on  the  part  of 
our  citizens  generally  to  co-operate  with  us  in  the  plan  we 
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have  adopted  for  thoroughly  systematizing  the  operations 
of  the  Bible  Society  in  our  county.  Several  of  the  old 
auxiliaries  were  resuscitated  and  new  ones  were  formed 
in  Londonderry,  Lower  Swatara,  Conewago,  and  East 
Hanover  townships. 

The  attendance  of  delegates  from  all  these  new  auxilia¬ 
ries  gave  proof  of  their  lively  interest  in  the  cause,  and 
their  liberal  contributions  give  promise  of  enlarged  effi¬ 
ciency  in  the  future. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  committees  that  failed  to  report, 
be  re-appointed,  with  instructions  to  present  the  results  of 
their  efforts  to  the  next  annual  Convention.

Harrisburg  Bible  Society. 

Our  Society  has,  during  the  past  year,  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  celebrating  its 
fiftieth  anniversary.  It  was  established  in  1814,  and  has  ever  since  that  time 
been  engaged,  with  varying  success,  in  the  great  and  good  work  of  dissemina¬ 
ting  the  Divine  Word.  At  its  forty-ninth  anniversary  it  was  determined  that 
the  year  following  a  semi-centennial  jubilee  should  be  held,  on  which  occasion 
it  was  determined  that  the  Secretary  should  present  a  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  Society,  and  that  an  opportunity  should  be  afforded  to  the  friends  of  the 
cause  to  make  a  liberal  contribution  to  the  treasury  as  a  thank-offering  to  the 
Lord.  This  arrangement  was  successfully  carried  out ;  a  historical  sketch  of 
the  Society  was  laid  before  the  meeting  by  the  Secretary,  which  was  subse¬ 
quently  published  for  distribution  among  the  members,  an  appropriate  discourse 
was  delivered  by  Rev.  J.  Walker  Jackson,  and  a  collection  was  taken  up,  the 
result  of  which  is  presented  by  our  Treasurer  in  his  annual  report  hereunto 
appended.
